Arabs used to say Qara’a (he read), 
Qiraa’cih (a reading), Qur’aan (a 
reading). Therefore, since the Qur’an is 
something that is read, it is called ‘a 
reading’ (Qur’aan). The Book of Allah is 
singled out with the name Al-Qur’an. 
Thus, it is not correct to apply this name 
to anv of the other books that are read. 
Likewise it is written, so it is called Al- 
Kitaab (The Book) . Our Lord said, 


“Alif. Loam. Meem. This is Al-Kitaab 
(the Book), concerning which there 
is no doubt.” (2:1-2)

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the Mighty and Sublime, has wanted us 
to name it.

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|g, and from the Prophet m to the 
Companions, and from the Companions 
to the Sueeessors, until this day, and 
then to the Day of Judgement.]
